Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  satisfactory  incidence  of  infectious  disease  reported  last 
year  was  maintained  during  1960  and  for  the  second  year  in 
succession  the  area  remained  free  from  poliomyelitis.  This  would 
seem  to  establish  without  much  doubt,  the  success  of  the  scheme 
for  vaccination  against  this  disease. 

The  care  of  the  elderly  continues  to  provide  one  of  the  major 
public  health  problems  of  our  time  and  much  has  been  done  during 
the  year  both  by  the  local  authorities  and  by  the  North  East 
Somerset  Hospital  Management  Committee  to  provide  extra 
accommodation  for  the  ever  increasing  numbers  of  old  people  in 
our  midst. 

Two  projects  which  should  provide  valuable  additions  to  the 
health  services  in  the  Keynsham  area  were  the  building  of  the 
County  Clinic  at  Park  Road  and  the  inauguration  of  the  General 
Practitioner  unit  at  the  Keynsham  Hospital.  Short  descriptions  of 
these  are  included  in  the  report. 

The  birth  rate  was  lower  and  the  death  rate  higher  than  the 
corresponding  figures  for  last  year  but  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
showed  a considerable  reduction  on  that  of  the  previous  year. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune,  as  in  former  years,  to  receive  the 
wholehearted  support  of  the  members  and  staffs  of  my  constituent 
authorities  and  for  this  I am  deeply  grateful.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


SCARLET  FEVER 

There  was  a slight  increase  on  last  year’s  notifications  of  this 
disease  from  forty-three  to  fifty-five.  Nearly  all  were  of  the  very 
mild  type  which  is  now  accepted  as  the  rule,  the  only  feature 
distinguishing  it  from  the  widely  prevalent  streptococcal  sore 
throat  being  the  presence  of  an  evanescent  rash.  No  case  was 
admitted  to  hospital. 

MEASLES 

The  notifications  of  measles  were  reduced  from  597  to  114, 
this  being  an  inter-epidemic  year.  The  fall  in  cases  is  less  marked 
than  usual  and  this  is  a repetition,  to  a lesser  degree,  of  the  excep- 
tionally large  number  of  cases  notified  in  1958,  the  last  inter- 
epidemic year. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

Last  year’s  reduced  figure  of  forty-nine  cases  of  whooping 
cough  was  maintained  this  year  when  exactly  the  same  number  were 
notified.  As  in  the  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  measles  there  were  no 
admissions  to  hospital  and  the  mortality  was  nil. 

PNEUMONIA 

Notifications  of  pneumonia  were  considerably  reduced  from 
thirty-three  (ten  influenzal)  to  nineteen  (four  influenzal).  Three  were 
admitted  to  hospital  and  one  of  the  influenzal  cases  died. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

One  notification  only  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  again  received. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

The  position  has  remained  satisfactory  regarding  diphtheria, 
as  year  after  year  no  case  has  been  reported  from  any  part  of  the 
area.  The  occurrence  of  cases,  some  fatal,  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  should,  however,  act  as  a salutary  reminder  that  this  deadly 
disease  has  not  yet  been  completely  eradicated  from  the  community 
and  that  the  surest  method  of  avoiding  it  is  by  preventive  inoculation 
against  it. 

ERYSIPELAS 

Four  notifications  of  erysipelas  were  received  compared  with 
two  for  last  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis, 
forty-five  cases  (thirty-eight  pulmonary  and  seven  non-pulmonary) 
being  notified  compared  with  forty  (thirty-six  pulmonary  and  four 
non-pulmonary)  for  1959. 
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The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  school  leaving  children  was  con- 
tinued during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  as  in  previous  years  and 
there  appeared  to  be  no  lessening  of  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of 
parents  to  take  part  in  this  scheme.

FOOD  POISONING 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  compared  with 
seven  last  year.  These  were  single  cases  of  infection  with  salmonella 
typhimurium  which  occurred  in  different  parts  of  the  area  at  widely 
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different  times  during  the  year.  Complete  investigation  failed  to 
reveal  the  source  of  infection  in  any  of  the  cases.  In  all  three 
recovery  was  complete. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

The  non-appearance  of  poliomyelitis  for  the  second  successive 
year  must  be  regarded  as  proof  of  the  adequacy  of  the  vaccine  to 
protect  the  community  against  this  disease.  Although  the  numbers 
seeking  vaccination  were  naturally  much  fewer  than  during  the 
previous  year  they  still  justified  the  holding  of  sessions  approximately 
every  four  weeks.  These  continued  to  be  held  at  8,  Cleveland  Place 
East,  for  the  Bathavon  Area,  Hazelwood  Day  Nursery,  Keynsham, 
for  the  Keynsham  Area  and  the  County  Clinic,  Cork  Street,  Frome, 
for  the  Frome  area. 


SONNE  DYSENTERY 

Notifications  of  this  disease  increased  from  ten  last  year  to 
nineteen  this  year.  They  were  again  chiefly  single  cases  from 
different  parts  of  the  area  and  credit  for  the  prevention  of  any 
spreading  of  the  disease  must  be  given  to  the  private  doctors  and 
public  health  inspectors  concerned  for  their  prompt  and  effective 
action.

The  birth  rate  was  rather  below  the  1959  figure  and  for  once  was 
less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  exceeded  that  of  last  year  but  was  lower  than  that 
recorded  for  the  rest  of  the  country. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  fell  considerably  from  22.22  to  the 
more  satisfactory  figure  of  17.91  which  was  well  below  the  national 
figure  of  21.7.  A particularly  gratifying  feature  of  this  lowered  rate 
was  the  fact  that  the  reduction  of  infant  deaths  was  mainly  in  the 
early  neo-natal  group.  The  early  neo-natal  deaths  together  with  the 
still  births  comprise  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  which  has  been 
adopted  as  a useful  means  of  measuring  the  loss  of  infant  life  round 
the  day  of  birth.

REPORT  OF 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  no  great  changes  have  occurred  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  water  within  the  district,  as,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Parish  of  Marksbury,  water  is  now  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Bristol 
Waterworks  Company  who  have  taken  over  the  Waterworks  of 
Glutton  Rural  District  Council.  The  Council’s  own  waterworks 
which  supply  seven  parishes  in  the  South-eastern  part  of  the  district 
have  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  although,  owing  to  the 
growth  of  this  district,  the  maximum  demand  approaches  very 
closely  to  the  minimum  yield  of  the  springs.  Negotiations  are  still 
in  progress  for  this  supply  to  be  transferred  to  another  Authority. 
All  mains  supplies  within  the  district  were  adequate  throughout 
the  year  and  were  satisfactory  in  quality. 

The  two  parishes  relying  on  private  sources,  namely  Claverton 
and  Kelston,  also  had  satisfactory  supplies.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  its  policy  of  providing 
sewage  disposal  facilities  throughout  the  more  populated  parts  of 
its  district.  Further  extensions  to  sewers  were  completed  in 
Peasedown  St.  John  and  this  parish  is  now,  with  the  exception  of 
Lower  Peasedown  for  which  a scheme  is  in  hand,  virtually  completely 
sewered.  This  brings  the  number  of  such  parishes  to  seventeen  out 
of  a total  of  twenty-six.  Schemes  were  also  approved  by  the  Ministry 
for  the  complete  sewering  of  Corston  and  Newton  St.  Loe  and  the 
work  is  now  in  progress.  Further  schemes  for  other  parishes  will 
proceed. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

As  from  the  1st  April  the  Council  were  able  to  provide  a weekly 
service  of  House  Refuse  collection  from  all  parts  of  their  district. 
This  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  for  successful  operation 
twenty-two  men  and  seven  modern  covered  tipping  vehicles  are 
required.  The  work  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  although  the 
finding  of  suitable  tips  and  man  power  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult.

Ice-Cream : 

There  are  seventy-five  registrations  for  the  retailing  of  ice-cream. 
In  each  case  it  is  pre-packed  by  the  well  known  manufacturers  who, 
in  most  cases,  also  supply  containers  for  storage. 

Samples  submitted  for  analysis  were  reported  as  being  in 
Grade  I. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955: 

There  are  116  premises  which  are  controlled  by  these  regula- 
tions, thirty-eight  of  these  being  registered  under  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

Ten  informal  notices  under  the  above  regulations  were 
complied  with. 

It  is  found  that  personnel  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  need 
reminding  from  time  to  time,  of  the  necessity  for  personal  hygiene 
and  an  occasional  “on  the  hop”  visit  does  much  to  keep  the 
employee  from  becoming  too  lax  in  his  habits. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

The  byelaw  made  under  Section  24  of  this  Act  and  Section  61 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  appliances 
designed  for  burning  smokeless  fuels  in  new  buildings  was  complied 
with  and  no  action  was  necessary. 
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CARAVANS 


The  Council  considered  to  the  full  their  obligations  under  the 
new  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960.  A 
complete  survey  of  all  caravans  in  the  district  was  made  and  standard 
conditions  required  under  the  Act  were  drafted  in  consultation  with 
the  County  Council  and  other  interested  bodies  and  these  have  now 
been  approved.  This  work  is  continuing  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  County  Council  as  Planning  Authority. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Rodent  Operator  continues  on  a full-time  basis  and  235 
complaints  of  rats  and  mice  have  been  dealt  with. 

Private  dwellings  receive  free  treatment  and  a contract  service, 
by  means  of  which  owners  or  occupiers  of  business  premises  and 
farms  are  able  to  obtain. treatment  of  their  premises  on  a yearly 
basis,  is  now  being  offered.  Many  agricultural  premises  are 
encouraged  to  continue  to  use  the  services  of  rodent  destruction 
firms  operating  in  the  area  in  order  that  the  Operator  may  give 
more  of  his  time  to  premises  where  this  arrangement  is  not  possible. 
In  addition,  attention  and  treatments  are  given  to  the  Authority’s 
refuse  tips  and  sewers  in  order  that  infestations  are  kept  to  the 
minimum.

There  are  sixteen  licence  holders  under  the  above  Order  who 
have  sterilization  plants  consisting  of  five  steam  injection  type, 
four  pressure  cookers  and  seven  coppers.  All  the  plants  were  kept 
in  working  order  and  each  licensee  has  complied  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Order. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Materials  Act  1957 : 

There  is  one  Rag  Flock  manufacturer  licensed  under  this  Act. 
Samples  of  the  products  of  this  Mill  were  all  reported  as  being  of  a 
high  standard  of  purity. 

There  is  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  operation,  the  licence  of  which 
includes  permission  to  slaughter  horses.  The  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958,  have  been  observed  by 
the  licensed  slaughtermen  employed  there  throughout  the  year. 
The  premises  have  been  well  maintained  and  serve  a useful  purpose 
for  emergency  slaughter. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  pools  and  no  pet  shops  in  the 
district.

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KEYNSHAM  WELFARE  CENTRE 

The  Keynsham  Welfare  Centre  maintained  its  successful 
progress  during  the  year  and  the  total  attendance  figures  were  much 
the  same  as  those  of  the  previous  year.  Miss  Harrison  and  Mrs. 
Keeling,  who  have  served  the  Centre  since  its  foundation  twenty-one 
years  ago  as  Chairman  and  Treasurer  respectively,  have  relinquished 
their  offices  but  fortunately,  both  have  consented  to  remain  as 
members  of  the  Committee.  The  loyalty  and  devotion  of  these  two 
ladies  has  earned  the  grateful  thanks  of  all  those  associated  with 
the  working  of  the  Centre. 

As  last  year,  forty-six  sessions  were  held  at  the  Charlton  Road 
Centre  and  twenty-two  at  the  Park  Estate  Centre. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Committee  were  advised  that 
the  new  Health  Centre  would  soon  be  ready  for  use  and  by  31st 
December  1960,  all  arrangements  were  completed  for  the  first 
session  in  1961  to  be  held  there. 
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HEALTH  CENTRE,  PARK  ROAD,  KEYNSHAM 

This  Centre  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  is  to  be 
opened  for  use  by  the  various  services  early  in  January,  1961. 
It  is  very  suitably  situated  being  conveniently  placed  for  the  majority 
of  Keynsham  mothers.  The  building  is  typical  of  the  present  day 
health  centre.  Every  inch  of  space  has  been  utilised  to  the  full  and 
the  decorations  succeed  in  creating  an  atmosphere  of  brightness  and 
cheerfulness  which  is  most  pleasing  and  much  appreciated  by  all 
connected  with  the  centre. 

It  is  intended  that  many  of  the  County  and  other  health  services 
will  operate  here  as  follows : — 

Child  Welfare  Climes: 

The  local  general  practitioners  will  each  have  one  Wednesday 
afternoon  per  month  to  see  their  own  infants  and  under  five  year 
olds.  Facilities  include  immunisation  and  the  weighing  of  babies 
and  young  children. 

Welfare  Foods: 

These  will  be  obtainable  at  all  child  welfare  clinics  and  in 
addition  the  Centre  will  be  open  for  this  purpose  on  Tuesday 
afternoons  and  Friday  mornings. 

Ante-natal  Clinics: 

No  County  ante-natal  classes  will  be  held  here  but  it  is  an- 
ticipated that  later  in  the  year  the  premises  will  be  used  every 
Thursday  afternoon  by  a local  medical  general  practitioner  and  a 
County  midwife  for  medical  examination  of  booked  cases. 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation: 

Classes  in  mothercraft  and  ante-natal  instruction  will  be  given 
by  health  visitors  and  midwives  and  these  will  be  followed  by 
instruction  in  relaxation  and  exercises  by  a physiotherapist.  The 
classes  will  be  held  every  Monday  evening.  At  the  conclusion  of 
one  or  two  series  of  classes  a Parentcraft  evening  will  be  held  when 
expectant  fathers  will  be  invited  to  attend  with  their  wives.  The 
programme  will  include  a film  and  a talk  by  a visiting  doctor. 

Mothercraft  and  Social  Club: 

Monday  afternoons  will  be  set  aside  exclusively  for  the  benefit 
of  this  club.  One  room  with  its  adjoining  playground  will  be  used 
for  a nursery.  It  is  intended  that  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  time 
available  will  be  devoted  to  Health  Education  and  the  remaining 
third  to  items  of  interest  such  as  floral  demonstrations,  travel 
films,  etc. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics: 

Two  orthopaedic  clinics  will  be  held  each  month  and  an 
orthopaedic  surgeon  will  attend  on  alternate  occasions. 
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Immunisation: 

Monthly  clinics  will  be  held  for  the  immunisation  of  school 
children  against  polio,  diphtheria,  etc. 

Blood  Transfusion  Service: 

It  is  intended  that  this  service  will  begin  to  operate  at  this 
Centre  later  in  the  year  following  which  all  sessions  in  the  future 
will  be  held  here. 

Dental  Department: 

It  will  give  much  satisfaction  to  many  people  to  know  that 
Mr.  Amos,  the  County  Dental  Officer,  will  at  last  be  able  to  function 
in  premises  much  more  in  keeping  with  the  high  standard  of  work 
he  has  always  maintained  among  the  school  children  in  the  Keynsham 
and  neighbouring  areas. 

Mass  Radiography  Service: 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  yet  as  regards  this  service 
but  it  is  more  than  probable  that  it  will  be  found  desirable  to 
conduct  sessions  at  the  Centre  in  the  not  too  distant  future.

KEYNSHAM  DAY 

NURSERY 

A particularly  healthy  year  was  experienced  at  the  Day  Nursery 

and  of  the  infections  only  one  case  of  whooping  cough  was  reported. 

The  number  of  children  on  the 

register  remained  at  thirty. 

five  under  two  and  twenty-five  from  two  to  five,  and  the  average 

daily  attendance  was  twenty-four. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  thank  once  again  Mr.  Amos,  the  County 

Dental  Officer,  for  allowing  me  the 

use  of  his  premises  for  the 

holding  of  polio  vaccination  sessions. 

The  holding  of  the  sessions 

will  be  transferred  in  1961  to  the  new 

County  Clinic.  I should  like 

also  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mrs.  Rimmington,  the 
matron  of  the  Day  Nursery,  most  sincerely  for  the  able  assistance 
which  she  has  given  me  at  the  innumerable  polio  vaccination 
sessions  which  have  been  held  at  the  Day  Nursery.  With  her  help 
what  appeared  at  first  to  be  a very  formidable  task  became  a 
relatively  easy  one. 
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KEYNSHAM  HOSPITAL 

For  some  years  prior  to  its  opening  on  the  29th  August,  1960, 
the  Hospital  Management  Committee  had  planned  a Unit  within 
Keynsham  Hospital  to  provide  beds  for  the  use  of  the  General 
Practitioners  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  unit,  Claude  Harrison 
Ward,  has  twenty-four  beds,  fifteen  for  female  cases,  eight  for  male 
and  one  single  room  which  may  be  used  for  either  sex.  The  eight 
Keynsham  doctors  are  able  to  admit  their  cases  and  undertake  their 
patients’  continuous  treatment  under  skilled  nursing  care.  This 
service  is  most  satisfactory  from  the  doctors’,  patients’,  and  relatives’ 
points  of  view.  It  relieves  pressure  in  a small  way  on  beds  in  Bath 
and  Bristol. 

The  Hospital  Management  Committee  hopes  ultimately  to 
persuade  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  augment  this  additional  service 
by  adding  to  it  provision  for  minor  casualties.  X-ray  examination 
and  a Maternity  Unit. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1960 
PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  from  all  premises 
in  the  district  has  been  maintained  by  direct  labour.  Two  vehicles 
and  eight  men  were  engaged  on  collection  and  two  men  on  salvage 
and  disposal  work  at  the  Unity  Road  tip. 

The  growth  of  the  district  has  involved  several  modifications 
of  the  work,  but  the  maintenance  of  a satisfactory  service  depends 
to  a great  extent  on  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  the  men.  A 
little  consideration  and  assistance  from  residents  occasionally  helps 
materially  to  retain  their  desire  to  give  good  service. 

HOUSING 

The  completion  of  new  Council  houses  during  the  year  fell  to 
thirty,  of  which  seventeen  were  Old  People’s  Dwellings.  The 
remaining  twenty-four  of  the  first  scheme  for  this  latter  purpose 
were  well  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
these  dwellings  will  make  an  invaluable  contribution  towards  the 
problem  of  housing  and  caring  for  the  aged. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  184. 

The  number  of  private  enterprise  houses  completed  was 
similar  to  that  for  1958  and  1959. 

The  first  five  year  programme  for  dealing  with  unfit  houses 
having  been  substantially  completed  by  the  end  of  1959,  a review  of 
the  position  was  undertaken.  As  a result  a second  and  supplementary 
five  year  programme  was  approved  and  action  thereon  well  advanced 
by  the  end  of  the  year.

Housing: 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council’s  Housing  List  is 
now  one-hundred  and  twenty-five.  During  the  year  six  Council 
Houses  were  erected.  Fourty-four  houses  were  also  built  by  private 
enterprise  builders.  There  were  twenty-two  houses  in  course  of 
erection  at  the  end  of  the  year  by  private  builders  and  forty-four 
Local  Authority  houses. 

The  number  of  houses  demolished  or  closed  under  Section  17 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1957 — fifteen.

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PUBLIC  SUPPLIES 

{a)  Norton  St.  Philip: 

The  yield  of  the  well  at  Norton  St.  Philip  remains  fairly  constant 
at  75,000  gallons  per  day  and  water  from  this  source  now  supplies 
the  hamlet  of  Laverton.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  the  quality 
is  satisfactory. 

{b)  North  East  Area: 

Under  this  scheme  the  water,  which  is  purchased  in  bulk  from 
the  West  Wilts  Water  Board,  supplies  the  areas  of  Rudge,  Rode, 
Standerwick  and  Goose  Street,  Beckington.  The  supply  has  proved 
satisfactory  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality. 

(c)  Gaer  Hill: 

Owing  to  the  increased  demands  for  water  in  the  parishes  of 
Nunney  and  Trudoxhill  it  was  found  necessary  to  augment  the 
supply  to  Nunney  by  extending  the  water  main  from  Wanstrow  and 
connecting  to  the  Nunney  Catch  Reservoir.  This  work  was  carried 
out  in  1960  by  direct  labour.  As  a result  of  this  it  is  possible  to 
feed  the  whole  of  Nunney  village,  Ridgeway  and  Trudoxhill  with 
water  from  the  Wanstrow  Reservoir. 

(d)  West  Regional  Stage  II 

During  the  year  there  were  increased  demands  for  w’ater  from 
the  Tadhill  Reservoir  in  the  distribution  area  comprising  Leigh  on 
Mendip,  Mells,  Chantry,  part  of  Great  Elm,  part  of  Buckland  and 
for  part  of  the  year,  Coleford. 

At  certain  times  it  was  found  that  180,000  gallons  of  water  per 
day  were  being  used. 

(e)  Private  Supplies: 

The  only  parishes  still  relying  on  privately  owned  supplies  are 
Witham  Friary,  Berkley  village.  Great  Elm,  and  the  hamlets  of 
Hardington,  Remington  and  Charlton. 

The  supplies  to  Berkley  and  Witham  Friary  are  satisfactory 
but  the  quality  and  quantity  of  water  in  the  other  parishes  are 
unsatisfactory,  and  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  in  the  near 
future  to  extending  the  public  mains  to  these  villages. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Five  parishes  within  the  rural  district  have  public  sewers  and 
modern  treatment  plants. 

The  Council’s  Consultants  have  prepared  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  schemes  for  the  villages  of  Norton  St.  Philip,  Nunney, 
Wanstrow  and  Leigh  on  Mendip. 

It  is  disappointing  to  have  again  to  report  that  the  drainage 
and  disposal  scheme  for  Norton  St.  Philip  has  not  yet  reached  even 
the  tendering  stage.  This  of  course,  is  due  to  the  new  Broiler 
Factory,  the  drainage  from  which  necessitates  alteration  of  the  works. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  original  survey  by  the  Consultants’ 
staff  took  place  in  1951. 

These  delays,  some  of  which  are  unnecessary  will,  of  course, 
have  serious  repercussions  within  the  district.  Firstly,  the  rising 
costs  will  make  the  schemes  more  expensive  and,  more  important 
still,  there  will  be  longer  delays  before  the  other  villages  are  provided 
with  sewers  and  disposal  schemes. 

The  position  at  Faulkland  is  becoming  acute.  The  whole  of  the 
drainage  from  the  village  is  discharging  into  an  open  ditch,  causing 
continual  nuisances  and  similar  conditions  exist  at  Trudoxhill  and 
Witham  Friary. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A fortnightly  collection  of  the  household  refuse  is  carried  out 
throughout  the  area  except  in  the  parish  of  Coleford  where  the 
collection  is  weekly.  The  collection  has  not  been  too  satisfactory 
due  to  the  Contractor  having  failed  to  collect  from  isolated 
properties  at  various  times  throughout  the  year. 

As  from  April  1st,  1961,  the  household  refuse  will  be  collected 
by  the  Council’s  own  workmen  and  vehicle. 

The  refuse  is  no  longer  deposited  in  the  tips  at  Faulkland  and 
Oldford.  It  is  now  all  dumped  on  a private  tip  just  outside  the 
district  at  Asham  Woods.
